Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with respect to the Applicant arguing that 
Zawadzki fails to teach or suggest the claim limitation, which requires displyaing a plurality of categories of items association with a to do 
items, the Examiner submits that Zawadzki teaches a project tracker screen where items are selectively placed in a to do list (see column 
27, line 53 through column 28, line 23 and figure 16), providing a user with groups of categorized items (entities) (figure 16) that allow a 
user to associate and display each item with a project folder (ordered to-do list) (figure 17), where under each category (Tasks, 
Requisitions, RFQ, Pos) the user is provided with alternative choices of assignable entities ("Hire a Tech Writer", etc.) (see column 27, line 
53 through column 28, line 36 and column 34, lines 1-65). This shows an association between a categoized item, and an item in the to-do 
list (see specifically column 28, lines 23, where to do lis titesm are associated with an item in a categorized Project tree. Furthermore, 
Zawadzki teaches, that when a user creates an item (to-do item), they are given an option to assocaite it with an area of a project, thereby 
providing a line in the project describing the item (to-do item) (further see coumn 27, line 53 through column 28, lin 23). 
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
